NOTE: The proposed amendment to the specification changes "polyaluminum hydroxide" to "polyaluminum hydroxide 
chloride". The applicant has not shown how the original specification supports such an amendment. Regarding the applicant's statemen 
that the omission of "chloride" was a translational error, the applicant has not provided sufficient evidence (such as certified translation) to 
show that the priority documents read "polyaluminum hydroxide chloride". Note that, although the proposed amendment would overcome 
the rejections cited in the final rejection, the withdrawn claims have not been amended to put them In condition for allowance.
